Glaucoma detection clinic 


A free one-day glaucoma detection clinic for West End residents will be held 3-6 
p.m. March 19 at the First Presbyterian Church. 869 N. Euclid Ave., Upland. Spon- 
sored by Upland Host Lions Club and coordinated by the Southern California Society 
for the Prevention of Blindness, the clinic will be staffed by volunteer 
ophthalmologists from the Upland and Pomona Valley and volunteer medical staff 
personnel under the direction of Dr. Donald E. White of Upland 

Glaucoma causes approximately one-third of all blindness in adults over 35 years ot 
age. It can be present with no marked symptoms. If diagnosed and properly treated 
by medication or as a last resort. by surgery, loss of sight can be halted, according to 
Harry Rohrbach, Upland Host Lions Club chairman for the clinic 

The Society for the Prevention of Blindness urges every person 35 years of age and 
over and those with a history of glaucoma in their families to have’ a test for 
glaucoma each year. Most significant of the glaucoma screening procedures is 
measuring the pressure within the eyeball with the use of a tonometer. Anaesthetic 
drops make the procedure completely painless. Rohrbach said

Council upholds gas 
station approval 


Despite a petition from several 
Mountain Avenue gas station owners, the 
Upland City Council Monday night let 
stand its approval for the construction of 
a self-service station at the southwest 
corner of Mountain Avenue and Ninth 
Street 

Construction of the proposed station 
“will force us out of business,” said 
Dave Parker, owner of Parker's Gulf 
Station, Mountain Avenue and Arrow 
Highway. “There is no way a fullservice 
station can compete with a self-service 
station,’ he added 

Jim Kelber, owner of the proposed 
station, said the council's original 
approval should not be set aside because 
all legal procedures were followed and 
he already had spent money for grading 
studies and encumbered his company to 
install gasoline tanks and equipment 

“I am in deep,’ he said and added, 
‘We have paid taxes for 10 years and feel 
we have a right to develop the property.”

Councilman Hal Bailin commented 
that competing station owners face 
hard economic fact and some very real 
problems 
But, he said, it itsn’t the council's duty 
to limit competition 
Mountain Avenue already has 
plenty’’ of gas stations, commented 
Councilman George Gibson. With 
additional stations, stations that aren't 
doing well will deteriorate, he added 
John McCarthy, serving as major in 
the absence of Abner haldeman, said the 
public hearing Feb. 18 had been 
publicized and had gone through normal 
procedure 
No opposition to the self-service 
station was expressed at the original 
hearing 
City Attorney Donald Maroney said 
the council could revoke the approval for 
the self-service station even though the 
station owner has made a “great deal of 
commitment 
“The test is whether constructio has 
been made on the site,’ commented 
Maroney. The council declined to revoke 
its previous approval 
In other action the council 
Approved an ordinance requiring all 
billboards be removed from Upland by 
Feb. 4, 1985 and rejected a move by 
Councilman Bailin to set the same 
removal period for nonconforming signs 
Presently nonconforming signs must be 
removed within five years after a 
business is sold but can remain in 
existence as long as the business is 
owned by the same person 
Set a public hearing 7 p.m. April 7 
for residents affected by the 11th 
Avenue-Raymond Street Improvement 
District to comment on the price being 
charged them for street improvements 
The district includes llth Avenue 
between Seventh and Eighth streets and 
Raymond Street west of 11th Avenue 
~ Adopted the Subdivision Map Act ot 
1974 under emergency procedures 
Upland’s previous codes have been 
auperseded by California state law and 
could not be enforced unless readopted, 
according to Maroney 
Authorized expenditures of $2,170 to 
remove “elderly” citrus trees on a 
future park site at the northeast corner 
of 20th Street and San Antonio Avenue 
City Manager Lee Travers said the trees 
will become a fire hazard in the near 
future and noted that the removal cost is 
cheaper because trees in an adjacent 
property will be removed at the same 
time 
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Upland artist 
draws ‘beauty’

“T really want to create and show 
beauty to open up the meaning of life 
way beyond the scientific meaning we're 
trapped in,’ said Upland artist Marilyn 
Blizzard 

A recurring theme in her works is the 
spiritual nature of people which she 
shows by painting them with wings 
Angels also appear often in her pain- 
tings. peering through windows or hover- 
ing over the people 

“TI consider myself a Christian artist,” 
she said, but added that doesn’t mean 
she paints Sunday school subjects or 
Biblical scenes 

Mrs. Blizzard started by creating 
shaped paintings to be hung on the ceil- 
ing. The figures included a flying child 
and a women holding her son 

Now she says, ‘It’s unnecessary to put 
paintings on the ceiling to show flight 
and space. It is more significant to put 
wings on figures to make people aware 
ot the spiritual world 

The ceiling paintings evolved into 
stuffed sculptures which she sold 
through her “Flying Doll” studio in 
Claremont. She painted portrait faces on 
the angels and then stuffed them 

The angels are dressed in intricately 
fashioned clothing using new materials 
as well as old clothing and old lace from 
Goodwill stores 

Some of the angels have splashes of 
aqua and purple to show the bright and 
dark sides of people or the light and 
shadows of life, she said 

The angels have to be hung carefully so 
they have the right sculptural form, said 
Mrs. Blizzard, who recently hung one for 
George and Phyllis Godlin of Alta Loma 

Mrs. Blizzard discovered the angels 
were “too ar out’ to sell well except to 
poets, writers and artists. Children loved 
the angels, too, she noted 

The combination of sculptured and flat 
forms was never really successful, said 
Mrs. BLizzard, who is now concentrating 
on oil paintings 

She paints portraits but not the conven- 
photographic poses. “It is more 
important for the painting to be a work 
of an art than a portrait.” she com 
mented 

“We need to look at ideally beautiful 
things because there is so little beauty 
around us to help get beyond superficial 
to spiritual beauty,”’ she said 

At one time she painted people with 
animals’ heads “I never did quite un- 
derstand (the meaning),”’ she said 
“Mavbe it had to do with the person's 
emotional nature.’ One man _ painted

with a lion's head was ‘‘quite elegant 
looking,”” she noted 

Sometimes she arranges a still life to 
work from and then adds figures from 
photographs or her imagination 

\fter painting small studies, she 
paints the full-sized painting which may 
take several months to finish. She said 
she ean only work three hours at a time 
on a painting and always prays for 
guidance so the painting is inspired 
rather than just labor 

Mrs. Blizzard said all artists hope that 
neople will appreciate their work, but 
her main goal is to create ‘something 
really worthwhile.’ 

She earned a bachelor of science 
degree from Massachusetts School of 
Art and a master of fine arts from Clare- 
mont Graduate School. She has taught at 
Claremont Graduate School and Chaffey 
( ollege

‘Godspell’ to air at Chaffey College

The Chaffey College Theatre Arts 
Department will present ‘“Godspell,” a 
rock music version of ‘‘The Gospel of St. 
Matthew,” 8:30 p.m. March 7-8 and 13-15 
in the campus little theater. 

The play by Stephen Schwartz puts the 
teachings of Jesus into modern language 
and updates the parables, according to 
director C. A. Sheppard. The play 
“shows that what was said in the Bible is 
still relevant,” he noted. 

Today's language makes the meaning 
and experience immediate, Sheppard 
said. ‘‘The grief at the crucifixion is 
doubly devastating because of the joy 
and laughter preceding it. ‘‘Godspell”’ is 
an act of faith, a belief in God, people 
and possibility.”’ 

Sheppard chose to stage ‘‘Godspell”

because the student actors can relate 
easily to the characters’ ages and life 
styles. 

He said the actors exaggerate their 
own personalities rather than creating 
new characters. Students find it difficult 
to play themselves because there are no 
outside sources to help them understand 
their actions. 

The 10 actors perform all the parts in 
the play including singers and dancers as 
well as major and minor characters 
Sheppard said the actors make big 
physical changes so the audience 
understands that they have changed 
from one character to another. 

In most musicals, singers and dancers 
have a chance to rest after their 
numbers, but the ‘‘Godspell’’ cast is on 
stage Spnginueushy. Sheppard said the 


cast completed an extensive physical 


training program to build up their 
endurance 
Another problem was to have 


spontaneous choreography rather than 
set dance routines, he noted. The actors 
have to improvise without repeating 
gestures or routines. Cast members are 
“unbelievably adaptable’ and ‘“‘very 
creative,’ he added. 

“Godspell”’ is suitable for school-age 
children who enjoy the music, dancing 
and color, said Sheppard. Special effects 
include a miniature light show 

“Godspell’’ is usually set on a 
playground. The Chaffey production has 
a group of actors coming together in an 
abandoned theater. Sheppard said the 
theater setting provides an interesting

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Disabled retirees Dependent or not 


get tax win 


Thousands of workers who 
have been forced into 
retirement by a disabling 
illness are eligible for a tax 
windfall under a landmark 
decision of Internal Revenue 
Service 

The decision, a reversal of a 
former long-standing position 
by IRS, permits disabled 
retirees to claim as a sick pay 
exclusion up to $100 a week in 
the benefits they have been 
receiving. 

Those receiving disability 
retirement benefits in excess of 
$5,200 a year may exclude 
$5,200 as sick pay on their 1974 
tax return. 

Furthermore, they will be 
permitted to revise their tax 
returns for 1971, 1972 and 1973 
and claim exclusion of up to 
$5,200 in each of those years in 
which they received disability 
pay. This could result in 
substantial refunds from the 


earlier three years. The 
deadline for making the claim 
for refund on 1971 tax is April 
15, 1975, three years after the 
deadline for filing the return. 

In the past IRS took the 
position that if there was a 
provision for early retirement 
in the pension program, a sick 
pay exclusion could not be 
taken for any period after the 
early retirement date. 

If the pension plan does not 
specify a mandatory 
retirement, IRS considers 65 
too be that date. 

Take the case of an employe 
forced to retire at age 58, after 
35 years of service, because of a 
heart attack, emphysema , or 
some other crippling illness. 

Until he is 65, he will now be 
able to exclude from income up 
to $5,200 a year, treating it as 
sick pay. At age 65 the 
retirement benefits will come 
under normal pension benefit 


Retirement plan 
would provide 


healthy 


A worker with a modest 
income will be able to provide a 
monthly retirement benefit of 
$726 for life if he takes 
advantage of the new pension 
law. The $726 check will be in 
addition to to his Social 
Security check. 

This is the impact of the 
Individual Retirement Account 
(IRA) provided by the Pension 
Reform Act of 1974 

It affects every American 
worker not now covered by a 
pension plan or an organized 
retirement system 

The law permits him to set 
aside up to $1,500 a year in a 
special fund. The amount saved 
in this fashion is fully 
deductible on his income tax 
return. And the interest or 
other earnings on the set aside 
funds are not taxed until after 
retirement 

To illustrate the workings of 
the new benefit , here is a case 
history of an employe earning 


8 

about $12,000 a year from a 
company which has no pension 
program. 

The worker signs up for an 
IRA account with his bank, 
thrift institution or a brokerage 
firm that will design an 
investment program for him. 
He puts the maximum of $1,500 
a year into his account until he 
retires at 65 

Assuming that the man is now 
40 years old and that his savings 
will earn an annual interest of 
six per cent, he will have 
accumulated $87,234 in 25 
years 

If the worker lived to his 
normal life expectancy of 80 
years he would receive a total 
of $130,845 after having saved a 
total of only $37,500 

It could be the savings 
opportunity of a lifetime which 
could change total life stvles 
of a generation of future 
retirees

Medical 
deductions 
diminish 


With an increasing number of 
employers paying most, if not 
all, of the cost of health 
insurance programs, the 
likelihood of a medical 
deduction on your income tax 
return is being diminished 

Yet for those with excessive 
medical expenses and little or 
no insurance protection there is 
still the possibility of 
substantial tax relief. It must 
be greater than 3 per cent of 
their adjusted gross income 
before any deduction is possi- 
ble. For example, if adjusted 
gross income is $20,000 medical 
expenses must be more than 
$600 before there is a deduction 
And then the deduction is 
limited to the excess beyond the 
$600 figure 

kor most persons adjusted 
gross income is simply their 
reportable income for the year 

The cost of prescriptions 1s 
taken into the tabulation to the 
extent they exceed | per cent of 
adjusted gross income. In the 
$20,000 example, this would 
mean prescription costs beyond 
$200 would be considered. 

An exception to the 3 per cent 
and 1 per cent rules is the cost 
of hospital and health insurance 
programs. Half of the amount 
paid for such insurance, to a 
maximum of $150, 1s 
immediately deductible 


This applies only to aid with 
your own funds lf your 
employer pays for the 
insurance as an employe 
benefit, you have no deduction 
If you and the employer share 
the cost. you may deduct only 
half the portion for which you 
pay

Requirements upped 


New reflector 
rules for bikes 


Unless your bicycle has 
reflectors on the rear, both 
sides and in front, you are 
riding outside of the law, 
according to the California 
Highway Patrol 

A new law which took effect 
Jan. 1 upgraded reflector 
requirements for bicycles. 

“The new safety provisions 
were necessary because the 
increased popularity of bic ycle 
riding has been accompanied by 
more bicycle accidents,’ said 


Captain D.A. Kipp of the San 
Bernardino office of the CHP. 

The new law requires a white 
reflector on the front of a bike; 
a white or yellow reflector on 
each side, forward of the center 
of the bicycle; a white or red 
reflector on each side, to the 
rear of the center, and a red 
reflector to the rear. 

In addition, if a bicycle is 
ridden at night, it must also be 
equipped with a white light on 
the front, visible for 300 feet

$750 income limitation unless 
the son or daughter attended 
school for at least five months 
of the year. For students, the 
income limitation is removed, 
but the element of chief support 
remains. 

This immediately brings on 
the question of how much a a 
college-age son or daughter can 
earn and still be claimed as a 
dependent. 

There is no firm answer. It 
could be one amount for a high 
school student, and a 
considerably higher amount for 





a college student. An incume of 
$1,500 might be enough to 
disqualify a student commuting 
to a state college from being a 
dependent . And a $2,500 income 
might not be too high to 
disqualify a student at a high- 
tuition college where the total 
expenses are paid by the 
parents. 

The all-important 
consideration is how much did 
ithe student furnish toward his 
support from his own own funds 
and how much did the parents 
furnish from their funds. The

one with the higher total 
furnished chief support. 

It is not required that the 
student give his parents any of 
his earnings. Whatever he spent 
himself from his own funds 
goes into his tabulation. 

Support includes 
expenditures for food, shelter, 
clothing, education, medical 
and dental care, recreation, 
transportation, the cost of gifts 
and other goods furnished, 
money given for hair cuts, 
music lessons and the like.

Keep color 
On parade 


A quick look at the garden in 
the coming weeks may lull you 
into a sense of complacency 
Spring bulbs and other seasonal 
color bearers are approaching 
their peak and nothing can com- 
pare with them. After this, then 
what? 
If you haven't planned for 
perpetuating beauty, with fall 
and early winter plantings, you 
Bedding 
plants — flowering annuals and 
perennials stand ready to 
keep the color parade going into 
the warm season 

Perennials, with proper use 
are a challenge, 
dening all the more enjoyable 
They have the advantage of per 
manence or relative per- 
manence and need only be

The challenge in their grow 
ing lies in putting them to the 
proper use. Perennials. depen 
ding on the variety, fit into 
foregrounds or backgrounds 
spotted in the border or squeez 
ed into pocket-size beds

vegetable garden and start you 
off on the right foot — unless 
you are aware of the local adap- 
tability of various vegetables 

Vegetables commonly grown 
from seed include beans, peas, 
beets, chard, 
cucumber, corn, squash and 
radishes. Nurseries may offer 
seedling transplants of 
tomatoes, parsley, lettuce 
peppers, egg plant, celery 
broccoli, brussel sprouts, cab- 
bage and cauliflower. Some of 
the latter are cool season crops 
and won't be available in all 
areas at this time. Likewise 
some of the frost tender 
vegetables transplants will not 
be available in cooler climates 
until warmer weather 

Onions may be started from 
seed or from onion sets. For 
large onions, sets are more con- 
venient than seed, giving you 
the expected harvests sooner 

When it comes to herbs, vour 


carrots, 


nursery will have most of the 
favorites available already 
started. or if you wish, you can 
grow any of them from seed. A 
basic list of herbs should in- 
clude basil, rosemary, thyme 
oregano, marjoram and chives 
Grow herbs in the garden or 
in pots on the patio — near the 
outdoor living area and the 
barbecue. Growing a small 
collection of herbs in pots on a 
sunny window ledge above the 
kitchen sink has proven their 
adaptability indoors. By grow- 
ing the plants in containers 
apartment dwellers and resi 
dents of mobile homes can en 
joy the fun of gardening and 
thrill to fresh taste treats 
Some vegetables, such as 
tomatoes. can be grown in tubs 
for up-close gardening enjoy- 
ment on the porch or patio 
Provide plenty of sun and water 
and the plants will yield boun 
tiful rewards for the entire 


family’s pleasure 


Dormant 
spraying 


During the winter season in 
California, dormant spraying 
should near the top of the list of 
the gardener’s checklist of 
things to do. Some of the worst 
garden pests are best attacked 
during their mid-winter dor- 
mant period 

Dormant spraying is 
necessary for the control of 
such diseases as mildew, rust 
and black spot on roses. It is 
important in battling such in- 
sect pests as mites, scale and 
certain species of aphis. Dor- 
mant spraying is vital in con- 
trolling the fungus which 
causes peach leaf curl. In fact, 
the only way this disease may 
be controlled is by winter 
spraying 

The California Association of 
Nurserymen recommends 
winter dormant spraying on 
roses — at the time of pruning, 
mid-January to mid-February 
— and a late-winter spraying on 
stone fruits such as peaches, 
nectarines and apricots — just 
before the buds open. Other 
shrubs may be sprayed at any 
time between late fall and spr- 
ing. 

An early dormant spray 
should be applied to peach 
trees, especially those where 
peach leaf curl has been evi- 
dent. Then in late winter, just 
as the buds swell and start to 
open, a second dormant spray 
should follow 

A combination of two sprays, 
an oil spray and a fungicide, has 
proven very effective in con- 
trolling hibernating winter 
pests. Dormant sprays are sate 
to use and the winter spraying 
isn't a difficult chore. Your 
nurseryman can outline 
procedures and recommend a 
specific spray for this all- 
important clean-up job. Always 


read the instructions on the 
Jabel of «any plant protection 
chemical 

When spraying, thoroughly 
cover all the plant. Pests 
overwinter in bark surfaces and 
the tiniest of cracks, and in the 
soil as well. Saturate the soil 
around the base of the plants as 
you complete the job. Spray on 
a windless day. when 
temperatures aren't high. Try 
to avoid spraying just ahead of 
any rain you should have a 
few hours of good (drying) 
weather after spraying 





Gardener’s 
checklist 





1 Start thinking about 
potted shrubs and trees for the 
outdoor living area. Tubbed 
marguerites in dazzling 
white and yellow colors 
make colorful decorations for 
months on end. with their daisy- 
like flowers 


2. Plant daylihes now for 
summer bloom. They thrive in 
sun and highlight borders with 
plenteous color 


3. March is a good month to 
plant a new lawn — or renovate 
an old one. Your nursefyman 
can outline procedures to follow 
to assure best results. 


4. As danger of frost passes, 
plant an avocado tree for shade 
and fruit. It makes an excellent 
evergreen shade tree even in 
areas where the fruit does not 
set well. Nurseries have the
